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Farmers'  gross  income  set  a  new  high  in  1951, 
but  so  did  their  production  expenses-by  a  wider 
margin.  Their  realized  net  income  of  14.9  billion 
dollars  was  2  billion  dollars,  or  17  percent,  above 
the  postwar  low  of  1950,  but  2  billion  less  than  the 
postwar  high  of  1947. 

This  figure  and  the  others  shown  in  the  chart 


represent  income  in  current  dollars.  They  do  not 
measure  purchasing  power.  With  prices  paid  for 
items  used  in  farm  family  living  at  an  all-time  high, 
the  1951  purchasing  power  of  farmers'  realized  net 
income  was  lower  than  in  any  year  from  1942  through 
1948. 
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THE     FARM     INCOME  SITUATION 


NET  FARM  INCOME  IN  1951 

Farm  operators  in  the  United  States  realized  a  total  net  income 
of  lh,9  billion  dollars  in  1951 >  according  to  preliminary  estimates. 
This  was  2  billion  dollars,  or  17  percent,  above  the  postwar  low  of  1950, 
but  2  billion  less  than  the  postwar  high  of  191^7.    Total  nonfarm  income, 
on  the  other  hand,  set  another  new  record  in  1951  which  was  12  percent 
above  1950  and  37  percent  above  19U7. 

Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  commodities  and  services  used  in 
family  living  and  maintenance  averaged  9  percent  higher  in  1951  than  in 
1950,  offsetting  about  half  of  the  increase  in  farmers'  dollar  incomes. 
In  terms  of  purchasing  power,  farmers '  realized  net  income  in  1951  was 
8  percent  above  1950  and  about  the  same  as  in  19U9|  but  it  was  23  per- 
cent less  than  in  19U7  and  lower  than  in  any  year  from  19-^2  through  I9U8. 

The  realized  net  income  of  farm  operators  is  obtained  by  subtract- 
ing their  total  expenses  of  production  from  gross  farm  income.  The 
latter  includes  the  value  of  farm  products  sold  or  used  in  the  farm  home 
during  the  year,  plus  Government  payments  to  farmers  and  the  rental  value 
of  farm  dwellings.    Each  element  of  gross  income  was  higher  in  1951  than 
in  1950,  and  the  total  was  up  Ik  percent  to  37. U  billion  dollars.  Farm 
production  expenses  amounted  to  22,5  billion  dollars,  12  percent  more 
than  in  1950.    These  expenses  cover  purchased  feed  and  livestock,  ferti- 
lizer, hired  labor,  and  other  operating  expenses,  plus  rent,  interest, 
taxes,  and  other  overhead  costs.    All  were  higher  in  1951. 

Neither  gross  income  nor  realized  net  income  includes  the  valvie 
of  any  increases  or  decreases  during  the  year  in  farm  inventories  of 
crops  and  livestock.    Inventory  changes  are  excluded  so  as  to  provide  a 
measure  of  the  income  actually  "realized"  and  available  for  farm  family 
living  and  other  nonfarm  expenditures  during  the  given  year.  Quantities 
of  crops  and  numbers  of  livestock  on  farms  at  the  end  of  1951  were 
generally  larger  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.    The  net  increase  in 
inventories  was  valued  at  a  record  1,6  billion  dollars,  with  cattle 
accounting  for  two-thirds  of  the  total.    However,  these  additions  to 
farmers'  inventories  were  valued  at  year-end  prices,  which  may  or  may  not 
prevail  when  the  commodities  are  actually  sold. 

The  wages  received  by  hired  farm  workers  are  a  business  expense 
to  farm  operators,  but  they  are  income  to  the  workers  themselves.  Farm 
wages  of  laborers  living  on  farms  were  about  2,2  billion  dollars  in  1951* 
or  9  percent  more  than  in  1950,    The  increase  was  due  to  higher  wage 
rates,  as  the  number  of  hired  workers  declined  slightly.

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Net  income  of  the  farm  population  from  farming  was  18.8  billion  dollars 
in  1951.    This  total  includes  the  realized  net  income  of  farm  operators,  the 
net  change  in  their  inventories,  and  the  wages  received  by  farm  laborers 
living  on  farms «    Income  from  nonfarm  sources  added  5  billion  dollars  more, 
bringing  the  total  income  of  the  farm  population  from  all  sources  to  23*8  bil- 
lion dollars.    This  was  I8  percent  more  than  in  1950,  but  not  quite  up  to  the 
19ii8  peak. 

Because  of  a  continued  decline  in  the  number  of  people  living  on  farms, 
their  average  income  per  capita  reached  a  new  high  in  1951 ^  even  though  their 
total  income  did  not.  Income  per  person  in  the  farm  population  was  $1,020  in 
195l>  7  percent  above  the  previous  liigh  in  19kQ»  Income  per  person  in  the 
nonfarm  population  was  spl>707,  or  13  percent  above  19U8,  Per  capita  farm  in- 
come from  all  sources  was  60  percent  as  large  as  the  nonfarm  average  in  19^1* 
63  percent  in  19U8. 

Estimates  of  1951  income  given  in  table  1  are  preliminary,  based  on 
information  available  as  of  February  1.    But  it  is  not  expected  that  there 
will  be  enough  additional  data  to  allow  any  substantial  revisions  before 
July  1. 

CASH  RECEIPTS  FROM  FARI4  MARKETINGS  IN  1951 

Farmers  received  32.8  billion  dollars  from  marketings  in  1951 j  Ih  per- 
cent more  than  their  receipts  in  1950.    The  total  volume  of  sales  in  1951  was 
only  slightly  larger  than  in  1950.    But  the  weighted  average  increase  in  prices 
of  farm  products  was  about  13  percent. 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  totaled  19.6  billion  dol- 
lars, 21  percent  above  their  1950  level,  vjhile  crop  receipts,  amounting  to 
13e2  billion  dollars,  were  up  5  percent.    Price  increases  averaged  considerably 
larger  for  livestock  than  for  crops j  and  the  increase  in  total  marketings  was 
also  mainly  in  the  livestock  items,  as  total  sales  of  crops  were  slightly 
smaller  than  in  1950. 

On  a  State  basis,  1951  cash  receipts  were  above  1950  in  all  States 
except  Florida,  which  showed  a  5-percent  drop.    Increases  in  other  States 
ranged  from  less  than  1  percent  in  Texas  to  3h  percent  in  South  Carolina^  but 
mostly  they  were  rather  close  to  the  national  average  of  Ih  percent. 

Cash  receipts  by  commodities 

Cash  receipts  were  higher  in  1951  than  in  1950  for  all  the  major  live- 
stock commodities.    In  the  case  of  crops,  however,  declines  vrere  almost  as 
frequent  as  increases.    Among  the  more  important  crops,  the  largest  percentage 
decline,  nearly  50  percent,  was  in  sorghum  grain,  due  to  a  marked  reduction  in 
quantity  sold.    The  largest  percentage  increase  for  any  individual  commodity 
of  any  iraportance  was  32  percent  in  cash  receipts  from  eggs,  due  mainly  to 
higher  average  prices. 

Broilers  were  second  only  to  eggs  in  percentage  increase  over  1950, 
Receipts  from  broilers  were  up  27  percent,  other  chickens  12  percent,  and  tur- 
keys 25  percent.    Prices  averaged  higher  in  each  ease,  and  quantities  sold  were 
also  larger,  especially  for  broilers  and  turkeys.    Total  receipts  from  all 
poultry  and  eggs  were  up  27  percent. 
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;       Cash  receipts  from  meat  sniirials  wore  19  percent  above  their  19^0  level, 
with  hogg  up  23  percent,  cattle  and  calves  ?0  pei^cent,  and  sheep  r.nd  lambs 
9  percent,  .  The  increase  in  hog  receipts  was  due  about  equally  to  higher 
prices  and  larger  voliune.    For  cattle  and  calves  r,nd  also  for  sheep  and  lambs, 
the  quantities  solo  declinea,  but  prices  averaged  nearly  a  fonrth  higher  than 
in  195,0.    Total  cash  receipts  iry.ii  dairy  products  were  up  17  percent,  with 
milk  prpduction  slightly  sm?ller  than  in  19S0  but  prices  averaging  considerably 
higher. 

Important  iiigreases  in  crop  receipts  occurred  in  cotton,  track  crops, 
tobacco,  .S07/beans,  nay,  oats,  peaches,  ary  edible  beans,  rice,  pears,  and 
walnuts.    Higher  prices  were  the  principal  f-.ctor  in  the  case  ol  truclc  crops, 
.  so\'beans,  oats,  dry  edible  beans,  and  pears.    Larger  marketings  were  equally 
important  in  tne  increase  lor  hayj  and  they  were  the  prinjary  factor  in  those 
for  cotton,  tobacco,  peachqr,  rice,  and  walnuts. 

In  addition  to  sorghua  grain  raentionod  sbcve^  significant  declines 
occurred  in  receipts  from  wheat,  corn,  graphs,  peanuts,  potatoes,  barley, 
oranges,  grapefruit,  strawberries,  and  sweetpotatoes.    Higher  average  prices, 
for  vmeat,  corn^ potatoes,  and  sweetpotatoes  wero  more  thai  offset  by  smaller 
marketings  in  eacii  case.    D.eclines  for  peanuts  and  barley  were  also  due  pri- 
marily to  reduced  volune.    but  l.ovjer  average  prices  were  mainly  responsible 
for  the  drop  in,  receipts  from  grapes,  oranges,  grapefruit,  and  strawberriesi 

Cash  receipts  bv  States 

Cash  receipts  from  1951  iTiarku tings  of  crops  vjere  up  from  1950  in 
3h  States,  dovm  in  oniy  lU.    Livestock  receipts  v;ero  substantially  higher  in 
all.  States.    Only  1  btate — Florida — showed  a  decline  in  crop  receipts  that 
xi/as  large  enough  to  offset  the  increase  in  its  livestock  receipts.    A  decline 
of  5  percent  in  Florida's  total  receipts  \ms  mainly  the  result  of  lower  prices 
for  oranges  and  grapefruit,  .  . 

Increases  in  total  cash  receipts  in  the  other  1|7  otates  ranged  from  less 
than  1  percent  in  Texas,  to  3^4  percent  in  South  Carolina.    Hovjover,  .increases  of 
20  percent  or  nore  occurred  in  only  12  States,  and  of  less  than  10  percent  in 
only  6  States.    A  majority — 29 — vere  between  DO  and  20  percent. 

The  largest  relative  ixicrna.ses  in  tot-il  cash  receipts  were  3h  percent 
in  Sputh  Cai'olina.  and  32  percent  in.  iouth  Dakota ,    The  increase  was  mostly  in 
cotton  in  South  Carolina,  where  the  1951  cotton  crop  was  more  than  double  that 
of  1950.;   Increases  in  wheat  and  cittl--  woio  both  important  in  South  Dakota ,. 

Mext  to  Florida,  the  poorest  shov.'inga  wei-e  in  Texas  and  Kansas,  where 
total  cash  receipts  were  only  very  slightly  larger  tinan  in  1950.    In  botn 
States.,  substantial  increases  in  livestock  receipts  weie  almost  entirely  off- 
set,, by  lower  crop  receipts.    The  reduction  in  crop  receipts  in  Texas  v/as 
prin.cipal.ly  in  wheat,  sorghui  grain,  and  peanuts.    In  Kansas,  it  vias  almost: 
entirely,  jji^vrheat^-'-the  result  of  flood  conditions  in  th-.t  area. 

Other  States  with  increaL.es  of  less  tnan  10  percent  in  total  casn 
receipts  were  Oregon,  Washington,  Colorado,  and  Kaine,    In  each  of  these,  in- 
creases of  close  to  20  percent  in  livestock  receipts  v.-ere  pr,rt?..y  offset  by 
lower  crop  receipts — potatoes  in  haine,  mostly  wh^at  in  the  others — vjith  the 
result  that  total  cash  receipts  vrere  up  only  5  or  6  percent  in  each  case. 
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In  addition  to  South  Carolina  and  South  Dalcota,  increases  of  20  per- 
cent or  more  occurred  in  Arizona,  North  Dakota^  Georgiaj  V^oming,  Utah,  Nevada 
Wisconsin,  Kentucky,  New  Jersey,  and  Indiana.    Increases  in  receipts  from 
cattle  and  calves  were  of  some  importance  in  all  of  these  States  except  New 
Jersey,  and  were  most  important  in  Wyoming,  Utah,  and  Nevada.    Hovjever,  cot- 
ton showed  the  biggest  increases  in  Arizona  and  Georgia,  wheat  in  North  Dakota 
dairy  products  in  Wisconsin,  tobacco  in  Kentucky,  eggs  in  Hevi  Jersey,  and  hogs 
in  Indiana, 

California  maintained  its  position  as  the  State  with  the  largest  total 
cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings,    Iowa  replaced  Texas  as  the  State  with  the 
second  largest  total.    The  first  1|  States  ranked  as  follows  in  1951:  (1)  Cali- 
fornia—2.56  billion  dollars,  (2)  Iowa— 2.U0  billion,  (3)  Texas— 2ol5  billion, 
and  (U)  Illinois — 2,02  billion*    Last  year  was  the  first  in  which  Illinois 
cash  receipts  totaled  more  than  2  billion  dollars, 

PRELIMINARY  MONTHLY  ESTIMTES,  1952 

Cash  receipts  in  January 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  January  were  about  2,6  bil- 
lion dollars,  l6  percent  less  than  in  Deceinber  but  U  percent  more  than  in 
January  of  last  year.    Prices  of  farm  products  in  January  averaged  2  percent 
lower  than  in  December  but  the  same  as  a  yesr  ago. 

January  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  are  estimated 
at  1,5  billion  dollars,  down  slightly  from  December  and  also  slightly  below 
January  1951*    The  decline  from  December  was  due  to  a  seasonal  drop  in 
poultry  receipts.    Receipts  from  meat  anima]-s  were  a  little  higher  than  in 
the  previous  month,  and  dairy  receipts  were  about  the  same. 

Crop  receipts  were  approximately  1,1  billion  dollars  in  January, 
29  percent  less  than  December  receipts  but  13  percent  more  than  last  Januai'y, 
The  decline  from  December  was  due  mostly  to  cotton,  tobacco,  and  tree  nuts. 
The  increase  over  last  year  was  due  mainly  to  wheat,  cotton,  and  truck  crops. 

Cash  receipts  in  February 

Cash  receipts  from  February  marketings  are  expected  to  total  about 
1.9  billion  dollars,  considerably  under  the  January  level  but  slightly  above 
receipts  in  February  of  last  ye?r.    The  decline  from  January  is  mainly  due 
to  seasonally  smaller  marketings,  partly  the  result  of  fewer  marketing  days 
in  February,    The  small  increase  expected  over  last  February  arises  princi- 
pally from  larger  marketings  of  cotton, 

February  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  are  tentatively 
estimated  at  1,3  billion  dollars,  15  percent  less  than  in  January,  but  nearly 
the  same  as  a  year  ago.    Crop  receipts  may  total  about  0,6  billion  dollars, 
doim  kO  percent  from  the  January  level,  but  l5  percent  above  last  year.
